I am entangled in a religion which much troubleth 
my ſoule, you being a Scholler may therefore un- 
fold rhe truth of things unto me 3 Firſt we atrribute 
2 name to our ſelves,that we Might be knowne from 
all other men, Adamztes; and in that we hold all 
things which hee held and no more : Secendly 3 we 
goe all naked whenſoever the word is expounded, 


holding it unlawfall to call thoſe 'veſtmerits whjch” 


we weare but ficleaves, becauſe our ancient Parents 
Adam &Ewegid cloath themielves in no other when 
they fled from the preſence of God in the garden of 
Paradice; Alſo no man of what degree ſoever hee bee 
muſt live idlely from handy-morke,becauſe it 1s faid jn 
"the Curſe, 1 the fweat of thy face, ſhalt thou eate thy 
bread,till thou returne unto thewround, Gen, the 3 .at 
the 19.Terſe. Now Sir, defire you, that you would 
rell mewhether yea,or nay, the Father of errors dwell 
7a the hearts of theſe men. Þ anſwered himythat it was 
very ill done ofthem:to attribute a name unte them 
ſelves,ſcorning as it were the name of Chriſtians. Lex 
them take heed, leſt they bring another Bagels confuſt- 
607 4 their heads,Gen.12. But inthe ſecond point 
they ſhew themſelves ar full to bee very 1gnorant,or 
unbeleevinz men.
